Nameoki Township Sewer Proposal 
Deserves To Be Decided On Merit 

Sooner or Jater, subdivisions within a stone's 
throw of Granite City and Madison boundaries 
should—and will—want to be annexed, regardless 
of who provides sewer service. As the local com¬ 
munity grows, there is no other workable method 
of maintaining fiscal soundness, extending needed 
services to new families and keeping everyone's 
taxes and service fees at reasonable levels. 

Whether this is the appropriate time is not 
known. Madison officials apparently believe it is.

Cilies could provide sanitary sewer Connec¬ 
tions and sewage treatment much more cheaply, 
either fulfilling their duty to annexed territory or 
providing a service to unincorporated areas re-,

Needless Deer Hunting

Annual deer hunting seasons, such as that 
opening tomorrow in Illinois, are being accom¬ 
panied by an increasing number of tragic deaths. 
Latest example is a Granite City man mistaken for 
a deer and killed by another hunter in Missouri. 

Despite the bright clothing some states re¬ 
quire. it has become almost as hazardous to be a 
hunter as it is to be a deer. Even autos have been 
shot up as eager marksmen fired at anything that 
moved. 

An entirely new approach—perhaps limiting 
a specific area to a certain number of hunters, each 
aware of the attire and location of his companions 
-may be necessary to reduce the danger. v
